When be was yet a boy the family 


of James K. Polk moved from North 
Carolina to Tennelscc, whero he was 
too frail for .frontier fanning and wns 
pat to work behind the counter of a 
crossroads store. After a time In that 
ciccllent preparatory school of life he 
returned to his native stato to enter 
college, nnd ho graduated from the 
University of North Carolina. 


Becoming n country lawyer, he WBJ 


sent to theTennesseelegislature; mar- 
ried Sarah Chlldress, daughter of ft 
well-to-do nmn of business, nnd went 
to congress for 11 ycurs, In (ho course 
of which he became first the Jackson 
leader of the house nnd finally speaker. 
Next he took his seat as governor of 
Tennessee for n tcriu. 
After having 


been twice defeated In his effort to 
obtain a second election to the gover- 
norship, those defeats were Immedl- 


A ndrew Jackson in Old Ag*. 


Jackson's one-time antajronist, Thomas 
H. llenlon, now a senator from Mis- 
souri, was his champion, the resolu- 
tion was expunged hy drawing about 
It In the records a heavy black line. 


Jackson was equally bold nnd vic- 


torious In meeting tho threat of nulli- 
fication. although It came from his 
own section, from his ow'n party and 
from his own vice president, John 0. 
Calhoun. Shortly before his Inaugu- 
ration congress passed the first tariff 
that was framed for the benefit of 
the new manufacturing

England.

Two years afterward n convention 


In South Carolina solemnly adopted 
an ordinance nullifying the tnrilf act 
for that state and forbidding within 
the boundaries of the state the col- 
lection of customs duties nnder It 
.While recommending to congress a 
modification of tha offending tariff, 
Jackson appealed to the patriotism of 
the South Carollnans In a proclama- 
tion which set all the Xorth and much 
of the South ringing with cheers; or- 
dered General Scott to the scene of 
threatened trouble; re-enforced the 
forts of the dissatisfied state; dis- 
patched n naval fleet to Charleston 
harbor, nnd only waited for the first 
overt act of revolt to give him war- 
rant for arresting Calhoun nnd the 
other leaders. But the nulllflers nulll 
fieri their nullification, leaving the res- 
olute and patriotic president riding a 
high tide of popular favor.

Crop Can Be Made of Concrete— 


How They Are Made. 


To secure sweet, mold-free hay, cov- 


er the haycocfca with a canvas or mus- 
lin cover. 
Good weights to hold down 


the covers can be made of concrete. 
Mil one part cement to two parts 
sand; mold them like doughnnts or 
cakes, embed a galvanized wire loop 
In each, and set them inside ID a damp 
place for seven days before using.

Saskatchewan and Manitoba and then 
into the States. The hurricane and 
cold wave are twins, and, like the 
Siamese twins, are born, live and die 
together. 


Both these storms are important, 


and their results will probably be al 
most as important. 
1 expect very 


heavy rains in the cotton states to 
come from the hurricane and killing 
frosts in the' middle northwest from 
the cold wave.

WILSON AND COX 


When the Demoiratic party nomi- 


nated Gov. Cox, the idea seemed to be 
to find a candidate disassociated from 
President Wilson. It was iccogniicii 
that the people were tired of the Pres- 
ident's autocratic methods, and wanted 
a change. 


But no sooner is he nominated than 


Gov. 
Cox runs down to Washington 


and makes a full treaty of peace with 
the President. 


Supposing that Gov. Cox is elected, 


what is his relation to Sir. Wilson to 
be? Why is not Gov. Cox Quite likely 
to make Mr. Wilson his secretary of 
state? There is much to make one 
think that Mr. Wilson, in spite of his 
physical infirmities, secretly- desired 
to run again for President. The com- 
mon sense of his party vetoed so im- 
possible a proposition. But he might 
accomplish the same ends by becom- 
ing secretary of state. 


He would dominate the administra- 


tion, and the President would have to 
yield to him or see his party wholly 
divided. 
In effect, then, -we would 


have twelve years 'of Wilson instead 
of eight. 


It can readily be admitted that the 


President has cherished high ideals 
and has wished to serve the people 
honestly. 
But he is fatally handi- 


capped by his egotistical confidence in 
the superiority and finality of his own 
wisdom, and his refusal to listen to 
the counsel of practical men. 
He 


blocked the restoration of order to the 
world, by killing the peace treaty. He 
has kept the world in turmoil by fruit- 
less interference with concerns that 
are none of his business.

SEA FURNISHES MUCH FOOD 


United States Has PC-haps the Most 


Valuable Fishery It Which All 


Coast States Share. 


The United Slates hns vlmt Is said 


to be the most valuable fishery In the 
vorld. but probably not one person 
In ten can name It. It Is conducted In 
every aeacoast state from Cnpe Cod 
to the Klo Grande, aoil from fuget 
zg'uhd up to San Francisco, and It 
yields annually about 115,000 tons of 
food as prepared fur consumption, an 
equivalent of 400.WO dressed steers. 
It employs about 67,000 persons, and 
lie annual product, '09 It comes from 
the'water, Is valued at over $15,000.- 
000. There are oilier fisheries that 
possibly exceed it In the ultimate 
value of their products, but In such 
coses much labor and material and a 
heavy Investment of capital huve been 
concerned In manufacturing operations 
to prepare the product for the con- 
turner; as, for example, tlie canned- 
fnlmon Industry of the Pacific consl. 
Tho American fishery for codflsh on 
the Atlantic consl. which 1ms uccn-thc 
cause of much diplomatic discussion 
anil of grave International negotia- 
tions, appears almost Insignificant In 
comparison, Its value In normal times 
before tlie great war being about $3,- 
000,000 yearly; nnd the slind fishery, 
the prospects of which each spring 
call forth much comment In the public 
press, produces not one-tenth as much 
fuod. 
The most 'valuable fishery Is 


that which furnishes us wllli oysters. 
Ihe bureau of fisheries has morc'thaii 
once called attention to this vnst food 
resource and the possibilities for In- 
creasing It and using it to better ad- 
vantage.

Puss Proved Good Foster Mother 


to Valuable Cubs. 


Fur Farmer Was Afraid to Take a 


Chance, So Hft Called In Tabby and 


the Difficulty Was Solved, 


to His Advantage. 


There arc perhaps 10 or 12 of the fa- 


mous fur fnrms of Alaska. On? of 
(hem, 
situated In the Tnrmana valley, 


a mile ami 11 hnlf from Fairbanks, con- 
fists of ten acres of cleared land, the 
greater part of which Is covered with 
pens In which the animals live, From 
a distance the foi farm looks like a 
huge chicken yard with walls of woven 
wire and hencoops of various sizes In- 
side. Each pen Is 50 feet long, 8 feet 
wide end about 10 feet high.

sunk about four feet In" the ground, 
and then bent BO tSat It runs Inward 
under the ground for about two fett 
to prevent the foxes from digging out 
At the top the wire has an o verb am 
of two feet to prev«nt the capttm 
from climbing over.

mum efficiency in the industrial field, 
was thnt German manufacturers have 
for many years maintained factory 
training departments.

newly employed persons were tested 
nnd trained for the work they had to 
do. By scientific methods they were 
fitted for their jobs. 
The worker 


profited as well ns the employer. The 
result was superior production that 
bcnefittcd the public. 


The vnr compelled Knglish nnd 


French producers to introduce these 
systems, nnd there has been some 
movement in this country in the same 
direction. 
A bulletin of the U. S.
